Cost Of 
Living 
Drops 


First Decline 
In 12 Months 


W ASHINGTON (AP) — 
Living costs declined slightly 
in January— the first drop in 
12 months. 
The Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics reported today its con­ 
sumers price index dropped 
by a tenth of one per cent 
because of lower prices for 
clothing, 
used 
cars, 
eggs, 
milk, fresh fruits and to­ 
matoes. 
The index fell to 127.4 from De­ 
cember’s record level of 127.5. In 
the index, IOO represents average 
prices in 1947-49. 
Despite the drop from Decem­ 
ber, January prices were 1.6 per 
cent higher than in January 1960. 
The index rose in every month last 
year except August, when it held 
steady. 
Because prices did not rise in 
January, there will be no change 
in wages of about a million workers 
in the auto industry and related 
fields whose pay is adjusted to the 
living cost index. 
Robert J. Myers, 
BLS 
deputy 
commissioner, attributed much of 
the January price drop to weather 
conditions, although adding that a 
recession decline in demand doubt­ 
less had some effect.

Editorial Comment 


By Light Of The Moonlighting 


All around tho country tho moon- 
lifhtar—tho mon or woman who holds 
down two jobs at ones— has been draw­ 
ing more attention, and some fire. 
Typical moonlighting: the office 
£ erk who drives a taxi at night; the 
teacher who sells insurance; the off- 
duty policeman who works in a store; 
the farmer who tills his land in the late 
hours after he has left his factory job. 
The notion is widely held that most 
people hold two jobs because they need 
the money to meet rising living costs. 
Actually the evidence is mixed on 
th a t point Even if it w eren't tome au­ 
thorities in city and state government 
ir e now saying the moonlighters should 
five up their second jobs to ease unem­ 
ployment in the current recession. 
Let's take a look at moonlighting 
and see whether that suggestion might 
in fact tend to spread the available 
work. 
A quick review shows that most 
double job-holding is practiced among 
firm ers, teachers, lower echelon gov­ 
ernment workers, including policemen 
and firemen, and construction workers. 
Most of these fields are generally 
thought of as low paying. 
But government studies don't sup­ 
port fully the idea that people take on 
oxtra work just to keep body and soul 
together. Many poorly paid people 
don't moonlight at all. And some who 
do are reasonably well paid in their 


primary jobs, even considering living 
costs. 
The studies indicate that opportun­ 
ity for extra work is a big factor. Let­ 
ter carriers, fo r instance, can take on 
additional jobs because their work 
schedule allows it. One in every IO does 
so. The same is true for many teachers, 
whose teaching day may be relatively 
short Yet a lot of people could never 
find the time. 
Would unemployment fall sharply 
off if the two to three million moon­ 
lighters suddenly quit their second 
jobs and opened them to others? 
Jobholding figures cast doubt on 
that idea. In one month surveyed by 
government 60 per cent of the moon- 
lighters' second jobs were found to be 
in farming or various white collar oc­ 
cupations, with self-employment bulk­ 
ing heavily. In the same span, only 16 
per cent of the unemployed fell in these 
categories. 
Furthermore, the long look shows 
that moonlighting rates, as a percent­ 
age of total employment, tend to hold 
fairly even in both good times and bad. 
Seasoned appraisers thus question 
that to eliminate moonlighting would 
make any appreciable dent in unem­ 
ployed ranks. 
The fuller effect might be to leave 
a lot of useful work undone, to reduce 
the flow of money in the already 
thinned out national stream, and to 
hurt those who really do need extra 
work to make ends meet.

WASHINGTON —(NEA)— Full 
states rights” are provided for in 
the special message and pro posed 
legislation on federal aid to public 
grade school and high school edu 
cation which President Kennedy 
has sent to Congress. 
The hope is that this will remove 
all objections by people who think 
the federal government is trying 
to take control over education 
away from the states. 
If legislation is approved, checks 
would be sent directly to the states 
to do with as they please for either 
construction of schools, payment of 
teachers’ salaries, or bom. 
There Will Be A Certain Amount 
of bird-dogging by the government 
to keep the states honest, says Sec­ 
retary of Health, Education and 
Welfare Abraham A, Rlbicoff. 
He says he thinks there is little 
chance that federal aid to educa­ 
tion will develop into another high­ 
way fund scandal. 
He believes state education of­ 
ficials and school boards are honest 
fellows who will use the money for 
purposes intended. 
But it’s a tempting lot of jack 
$666 million the first year, $766 mil­ 
lion the second, $886 million the 
third. The total is $3.3 billion just 
for classrooms and teachers. 
No matching funds will be re­ 
quired bom the states for new ex­ 
penditures. This was a feature of 
the bills passed by both Senate and 
House last Congress, effective after 
the first year. 
Lack of such a provision is one 
of the main objections to the new 
Kennedy proposals. This opposition 
is increased by the fact that the 
program offers the state such a 
tempting dish of government gravy 
for state officials to spot their vests 
with. 
On a grant per pupil in attend 
ance in public primary and sec 
ondary schools, the South would 
be greatest beneficiary. 
Arkansas 
would get the most, $28.18 for each 
enrolled pupil per year, ae com 
pared to $15 per pupil in nine of 
the richest northern and western 
states. The national average would 
be $19.75. 
The basis for allocation of aid is 
need, and inability of the poorer 
states to pay their own way. 
The Practical Effect is political— 
to win support from Southern con­ 
gressmen. If they don’t vote for it 
it’s dead. 
The present outlook is that the 
bill will have no trouble in the 
Senate, but it will be close in the 
House. 
It will be tougher going 


because there are 22 more Repub. 
lican representatives 
this 
year. 
Most are likely to oppose the Ken 
nedy program. 
To be perfectly blunt about It, 
the opposition this year, as last, will 
be based not on educational theory 
or political science, but on racial 
and religious grounds. 
Kennedy proposes federal grants 
to publis schools only. 
This is in 
keeping with his campaign state- 
ments that the issue of separation 
of church and state was settled by 
the founding fathers in the U. S. 
Constitution, and that’s that. 
Many Catholics 
now 
contend, 
however, that if the issue of fed­ 
eral ald for parochial schools were 
brought before the U. S. Supreme 
Court today, the decision would 
favor such support. 
On this and other bases, some 
Catholic leaders want federal aid 
for church schools included in new 
aid to education legislation. 
No 
one can predict the outcome on 
this. 
On The Question Of Denying fed. 
eral ald to school districts not in­ 
compliance with court orders to in­ 
tegrate—Rep. Adam Clayton Pow- 
ell’s amendment—Kennedy is in ef. 
feet taking the same position Ei- 
senhower did. 
This is that segregation In pub­ 
lic schools is a separate civil rights 
issue which should not be solved 
by enforcement clubs in legislation 
to aid education. In other words 
the proposed bill would permit fed­ 
eral aid to segregated schools. 
Extreme liberals don’t like this a 
little bit. The fight will be on this 
line. Nobody can predict how this 
battle will coiqe out, either.

HONG KONO (AP)—You’d have 
to go far to find better film fans 
than the citizens of Hong Kong. 
Movie business is so good that 
television can’t hurt It. This may 
be the only place in the world that 
TV hasn’t been a success. 
After five years of TV, there 
are etui only 5,000 sets among 
Hong Kong’a 3 million population. 
Factors holding back TV in­ 
clude: 
1. Coat. The average citizen is 
too poor to afford a TV aet. Even 
those who can buy one object to 
the system. All TV is transmitted 
by wire, and subscribers must 
pay a montly fee of about $2.30. 
2. Programming. Hong Kong's 
sole channel broadcasts only four 
or five hours daily, relying on old 
American 
series 
and 
ancient 
Chinese films. 
3. Language. Only a tiny seg­ 
ment of the population speaks 
English. Dubbing is too expensive, 
and it is difficult to read Chinese 
subtitles 
on the small 
screen. 
Even the old Chinese movies have 
to be dubbed. They are mostly ta 
Mandarin Chinese, while Canton­ 
ese to the principal tongue in 
Hong Kong. 
The average citizen goes to the 
movies 20 times a year, compared 
with less than 14 in the United 
States. That keeps Hong Kong’s 
65 theaters busy, and competition 
is hot among the world’# film! 
suppliers. 
i 
American films can be popular,! 
but they have to fight for the 
market. Local fans are star-con 
scions. If a Hollywood film has 
no names, it bas to be sold on 
other merits — story, spectacle, 
color. The Chinese especially like 
color. 
A thriving local Industry com­ 
petes with the American product. 
There are several studios, includ­ 
ing a new one built by Run Run 
Shaw, a colorful film magnate 
who also has studios in Singapore 
and 130 theaters throughout Smith- 
east Asia. He make* 40 films a 
year to Hong Kong. 
Red China also provides com­ 
petition. Hong Kong has been im ­ 
porting movies made by the Com­ 
munists, most of them versions 
of Chinese operas, an ancient art 
form loved by the local popula­ 
tion. Ostensibly, there is no prcpar 
ganda content, but many of tile 
operas carry an antiwar theme. 
And very often the rich man is 
the villain. 
The censor keeps a sharp eye 
on violence in all films.

He told the Russians and Red 
Chinese in hi# State of the Union 
message that soft talk from them 
would leave him unconvinced that 
they are not trying to take over 
the world. 
At the same time both men are 
getting their governments ready 
to talk seriously about disarma­ 
ment. This will take a lot of talk­ 
ing and a lot of time. 
Khrushchev says he’# anxious 
for disarmament. He says he’s a 
believer to peaceful coexistence. 
But what he mean# by that and 
what Kennedy means are not nec­ 
essarily the sams thing. 
Because they are not the pot 
slbllity of disarmament seems a 
long way off. 
Go long as the United States is 
equipped to fight an all-out war, 
it will have the power to discour­ 
age the Russian and Chinese Com­ 
munists from starting small wars 
since they might mushroom Into 
big ones. 
If the Russian idea of peaceful 
coexistence means pushing into 
one nation after another and tak­ 
ing over, through pressure from 
without or within, then it would 
become a very unpeaceful coex­ 
istence. 
Since Kennedy says “we must 
never be lulled into believing that 
either (Russia or Red China) has 
yielded its ambitions for world 
domination,” then he will have to 
remain able to deal firmly with 
them. 
He’s firm with them now, while 
Khrushchev tries to push in the 
Congo. So, while Kennedy and the 
Russian on the surface deal in the 
friendliest way, they are actually 
frustrating each other.

PRETZEL CHILI SAUCE “PIE” 
3 cups coarsely crushed pretzel 
crumbs 
I) cups (13-ounce bottle) chili 
sauce 
3 large onions, chopped 


I cup (4 ounces) grated Amer­ 
ican cheese 
I cup milk or light cream 
Blend ingredients in order indi­ 
cated. Place in well-greased 10- 
inch glass piepan or in two 8-inch 
glass piepans or in Ii-quart cas­ 
serole. Bake in moderate oven (350 
degrees F.) for about 16 minutes. 
Garnish with whole pretzel* before 
serving piping hot. Serve w i t h 
tossed green salad. 
Note: Place pretzels in bag or 
between waxed paper to crush; 
crumble with a rolling pin until 
they resemble coarsely chopped 
nuts.

Wire Tapping 
Is Admissible 
In State Courts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Su 
premie Court ruled 7-2 Monday 
thai wire-tapping evidence may 
be used In state court criminal 
trials. This type of evidence Is 
barred in federal courts. 
In two other case* (tie high 
court rejected anew contentions 
that the First Amendment of the 
Constitution 
shields 
witnesses 
from having to answer questions 
of congressional Communist prob­ 
ers. 
The wiretapping case came 
from New York, where the state 
Constitution and law* permit po­ 
lice wire-tapping if it is author- 
teed by a State Supreme Court 
Justice. 
Tint ruling upheld U.S. district 
and circuit courts in New York. 
These courts refused to bar use 
by the state of wire-tap evidence 
against Burton N. Pugach. 
a 
Bronx attorney accused of ar­ 
ranging a lye attack on his girl 
Fait in I ii 
mend. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
Justice William 0. Douglas dis­ 
sented. 
In New York, Pugach’s counsel, 
George J. Todaro, commented 
thai the ruling "for all practical 
purposes has destroyed the secur­ 
ity of privacy that citizens are en­ 
titled to in their homes under... 
the F e d e r a l Communication* 
Act.’* 
In separate M decisions, the 
court upheld contempt of Con­ 
gress convictions of Carl Braden, 
Louisville, Ky., and Frank Wilkin­ 
son, Los Angeles. 


The two challenged the authori­ 
ty of a subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Un-American Acti­ 
vities to question them during an 
investigation in Atlanta, Ga., July 
30, 1958, about Communist activi­ 
ty in the South. 
In their appeals, they relied 
mainly upon the First Amend­ 
ment, which guarantees freedom 
of speech, press and assembly. 
The four dissenters were War­ 
ren and Justices Douglas. Hugo L. 
Black, and William J. Brennan. 
Justice Potter Stewart spoke for 
the majority In both cases. He 
cited the court’s 5-4 decision of 
June 8, 1959, in the case of Lloyd 
Barenblatt, a former educator. 
In this decision the court held 
the Committee on Un-American 
Activities may 
investigate 
the 
danger of overthrow of the gov­ 
ernment and said the Communist 
party is so closely related to this 
that the committee may ask a 
witness about past and present 
Communist party membership de­ 
spite objections based on the first 
amendment.

MOSCOW (AP)—In an unprec­ 
edented gesture the Soviet Union 
Monday night televised films of 
two of President Kennedy’* new* 
conferences. 
From BM program the Soviet 
public got a broad hint that Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev may visit New 
York for part of the U.N. General 
Assembly next month. 
The screenings coincided with 
the arrival in Moscow of U.8. Am­ 
bassador 
Llewellyn 
Thompson, 
who came back from Washington 
bearing a message from Kennedy 
to Khrushchev. 
The message is reported to be a 
reaffirmation that Thompson has 
the full confidence of Kennedy and 
expressing hope that talks be­ 
tween the ambassador and the 
premier will better Soviet-Ameri­ 
can relations. 
An announcement before the TV 
dhow said the Kennedy news con-j 
ferences were being carried at the 
request of the United States as 
part of the Soviet-Amene aa cul­ 
tural exchange agreement. 
No newspaper announcement of 
the programs was made before­ 
hand, however. 
The program was entirely trans­ 
lated into Russian which was su­ 
perimposed on the original Eng­ 
lish, making it difficult to hear 
many of the words. 
There were no comments on the 
program about any of Kennedy's 
remarks. 
Kennedy appeared on prime 
evening viewing time. 
From Kennedy’6 news confer­ 
ence the Soviet public heard spec 
ulation for the first time that 
Khrushchev 
might 
attend 
the 
U. N. General Assembly. 
It would be unusual if such an 
idea were put into the public’s 
mind unless it were going to 
happen.

henever a Hollywood movie studio needs 
birds to act, like doing tricks, playing 
dead, o r ju st chirping a tune, it almost in­ 
variably turns to A. W. Kennard, a bird 
trainer who operates a B ird Wonderland at 
his home in Thousand Oaks, just north of 
Los Angeles. 
Kennard has been training birds for the 
stage, screen, TV and nightclubs for years. 
His feathered perform ers range from the 
tiny sparrow and canary to the m ore robust 
macaw and cockatoo. 
At tim es, Kennard has to supply birds on 
short notice. F or quick training he has con­ 
verted a hallway of his home into a cage. 
There, with the doors shut and a sm all light 
burning, he sits for hours until the birds be­ 
come thoroughly accustomed to him and 
learn to take his orders. 
In one cage he keeps as many as 800 
canaries. H e'll sometimes get an order from 
a studio to furnish several hundred birds 
for a scene o r several birds that are good 
singers. 
An actor will often go to K ennard's place 
to get to know the birds with which he's go­ 
ing to perform . Burt Lancaster, one of 
Kennard's m ost recent v isito rs, was playing 
the part of a prisoner who catches and trains 
birds in his cell. 
The biggest problem in training birds for 
the movies, Kennard declares, is to train 
the actors to relax with the birds. "You 
would be surprised," he says, "at the number 
of actors here who are scared stiff of a bird. 
They say the bird will peck the eyes out." 
Seated in hallway of home, Kennard lets different 
types of birds fly around and get used to him.

Abroad, the Soviet* are putting 
on the pressure designed to show 
that the United Nations, and the 
free world alliances which oper­ 
ate under permission of its char­ 
ter, do not offer the best bulwark 
behind 
which 
former 
colonial 
areas may pursue independence 
and self-reliance. 
Having formally eschewed mo­ 
rality, any form of pressure, any 
form of lie, comes handy to the 
Commit: 1st grist mill. 
One trouble Khrushchev has is 
trying to juggle the long-term co­ 
existence campaign with the nec­ 
essity of taking advantage of cur­ 
rent opportunities, as in Africa,

Asia. 
Recognizing that he overplayed 
his hand in his latest attem pt to 
undercut the United Nations, he 
is now making a new approach 
to the uncommitted cations which 
refused to back him on that point.

In this he relies on recognition, 
already shoarn by the Western 
powers which as individuals have

But the key nation among those 
uncommitted is India.
